T he hard pavements 
and harder walls of town life harden our 
sym pathies and narrow our views of men 
and things. The unbounded freedom ol 
the sea, the stim ulant of saline breezes, the 
elasticity of unham pered nature found 
only in the country, the feast we m ay have 
at the board of nature in her m ountain 
banqueting-lialls—these are the rejuven- 
ators and restorers, the safety valves for the 
city m an of business. But there is one 
thing lo be guarded against, and that 
is the tendency to overdo 
the tiling. 
In 
a 
great 
m any 
cases 
we 
lose 
all the 
good 
effects 
ot 
a vacation 
by the attem pt to enjoy it too m uch—to 
crowd too much into the narrow tim e 
given us for rest. 
'Vo go into the country 
with softened mus aes, tired bodies a n d a 
relaxed system, a jil undertake hardships 
that only the most rugged should encoun­ 
ter, and the result is tiial very many come 
back “ used up,” to employ a vulgarism. 
They have not profited by their vacation, 
f.ir they have attem pted too m uch. This 
i- the one great objection to “ cam ping 
in 
vacatii >n. The tedium and dust of the road, 
the unaccustomed hours, the rude beds, the 
ill-cooked food, the weary tramping, the 
[lacking and unpacking, tlie overtaxing of 
tiaeeid muscles—all these accompany camp 
life undertaken by the city resident. Phy; 
ieal efforts and discomforts that are notl 
ing to the m ountaineer are herculean tasks 
to the city-bred. Probably six out of ten 
who camp out in sum m er vacation without 
the aid of servants are wholly unfit for that 
kind of 
recreation.” 
It is not rest to 
them, and the results are rarely beneficial. 
Those who are not physically strong, har­ 
dened and accustomed to camping should 
go upon such excursions only in tolerably 
large parties, well supplied w ith comfort 
able covered vehicles, tents practically im ­ 
pervious to moisture, hammocks or cot 
that may be swung well above the ground, 
and strong, capable servants to do the 
drudgery. 
All others will do better to con­ 
tent themselves with rail or steamer travel, 
seaside, m ountain or watering-place accom­ 
modations, or that pleasure vouchsafed to 


s o lew, the privilege of rest in a well-kept 
u:id orderly country home. 
Above all, the 
tendency to overdo should be avoided. A 
whole sum m er cannot be crowded into a 
week or two, nor can one drink in a year’s 
supply of country air and exhilaration in a 
few days of rural touring. The right thing 
to do is to take our vacation easily, without 
much effort ; restfully, and with the least 
possible discomfort to ourselves and to 
others.

They 
have been doing so ever since. Messrs. 
Keppler A Sehwarzmann have no earthly 
interest in American polities beyond that 
of m aking money out of them . 
If they 
can make more money by maligning Blaine 
than by maligning some one else, they will 
do so 
Henee, they will probably malign 
Blaine." 
As to the Harpers’ publications they are, 
says our contemporary, being pushed in 
England, and much of the m atter is dis­ 
tinctively English to give them favor there. 
But while the original Harper.- controlled 
their publications, the employes now direct 
them . 
W hile there is in these rem arks consider­ 
able of the cutting quality, yet it is, after 
all, the least defensible of jaditical criticism. 
Outside of polities it is not even excusable, 
atid scarcely that within political bounds. 
T he papers named, if they supported Mr. 
Blaine, would beap¡*rovtsi, and there would 
be no word of objection from his friends 
to the nationality of their editorial corps. 
In ex[>osing an untenable [sisition there 
are times 
when the personality of the 
publisher or author may be considered as 
throw ing light upon the motive, hut these 
are rare occasions. The truth is. that w hat­ 
ever the bolting and opposition papers have 
to say m ust stand ujmhi the merit of the 
saying and the force of what is said. 
We 
believe their assaults upon Mr. ltlaine are 
unw orthy of them ; that they deserve and 
will receive rebuke at the bands the voters 
suspend over the ballot boxes in November; 
that thev are unexcusably and willfully 
Seeking to wound the Republican party, 
of which alone they can have hope; that 
they entertain and express views concern­ 
ing the character of otir civilization and 
the lim it of the privileges to incoming 
foreigners that are vicious and destructive 
of the American principle. 
But they must 
be answered upon the ground of reason, 
and the plane upon which they advance. 
It m atters very little who own or edit or 
control the journals. The questions are, 
is w hat they say defensible? Are their 
positions strung? Are the pa)iors in ques­ 
tion fortified by reason? 
Unless Republi­ 
can journals of the country can answer 
their assailants and sore heads andlbolters 
and caricaturists on the plane of reason, 
then Mr. Blaine’s cause is weak. 
We be­ 
lieve the objecting papers and kid-glove 
journals that sneer at Jam es G. Blaine in­ 
sult the choice of the people; wrongfully 
oppose the party of intelligence and pro­ 
gress ; obstruct (lie best opportunity af­ 
forded the nation for m any years to have 
a settled and respect-commanding foreign 
policy; contemn a man em inently fitted for

Our Democratic friends preach from 
stump and bar-room, rostrum and porch 
about the consistency and integrity of the 
Democratic party of Thomas Jefferson and 
•‘Old H ickory.” They declare that the 
Republican view of nationality is central­ 
ization ; that the Union is not a nation, in 
fact, and nothing more offends them than 
to have Republicans write Nation with a 
capital ” N.” 
But the truth is, the m odem 
Democracy lias forgotten w hat the De- 
mocraiy of Jackson was.

alik'- trodden down, and the m aterial prnsjienty 
of the country essentially im paired, justice, h u ­ 
m anity, liberty and the public welfare demand 
that immediate efforts Ik made for a c/seat ¿rill of hos­ 
tilities. 
The Republican party echoed Jackson’s 
thunderbolt—“ By the Eternal, the Union 
must and shall be preserved:” the Demo­ 
crats cried out in timorous tones then, as 
now. this is no t a nation, but a union of 
sovereign States ; “ let the South go in 
peace."

sold "to g eth er or separate,” to suit the pur­ 
chaser: that they raised slaves for the m arket, 
and when they' found it unprofitable to raise 
them in the clim ate of Massachusetts, gave 
away negro children like puppies to anyone 
w ho would take them . 
The charter of Georgia, Brown continued, 
originally forbade slavery, and while M assachu­ 
setts was''importing slaves and soiling them for 
profit, Georgia was refusing to hold them .

C ity E x p e rt's R e p o rt—F o u rth o f J u ly Con 
tr ib u tio n —N ew O rd in a n c e —E tc. 
The Board of City Trustees met at the 
City H all a t 10 a . m . yesterday, Mayor 
Brown presiding, and a ll the members 
present. 
The committee, composed of Messrs. H all, 
Heilbron, Steffens and Steinman, appoint­ 
ed by the Fourtli of July m eeting to se­ 


c u r e , if possible, a subscription to the cele­ 
bration fund from the Board of Trastees, 
were present, and each made an argum ent. 
The Trustees said the city finances were 
short, and they were of the opinion that 
such an appropriation at this tim e could 
not be made. The comm ittee were not to 
be put off and argued persistently that the 
Trustees should appropriate, an d 'liberally, 
too. The Trustees retired to an adjoining 
room, and, after a few m inutes’ private 
consultation, returned. 
The Mavor in­ 
formed the committee that the Trustees 
would help the Finance Committee out. 
He advised them to instruct the Canvassing 
Committees to proceed with their work and 
raise w hat they could from the citizens. 
Mark Foster, ( hief Engineer of the W ater 
W orks, reported that during the past week 
the m achinery had been in operation 144 
hours 
and 
12,012.000 gallons of water 
pum ped. 
W. R. Ormshy, from the comm ittee who 
have in charge the open-air concerts, ap­ 
peared before the Board and asked that the 
itv pay for an electric light in the Plaza 
during the season of concerts, whieli com­ 
mence to-night. 
He said the Brush Com­ 
pany offered to m aintain u light in the 
Plaza all night, for thirteen weeks, for .$(¡5. 
The Pacific Thomson-Honston Company 
would m aintain a light until 12 o’clock 
each night for the same period for $75. 
After considerable discussion between 
the Trustees, Mr. Ormshy and J. H. W at­ 
son, the Board by a unanim ous vote denied 
the request. 
A petition was filed, asking the Trustees 
to allow George Cooper to erect and m ain­ 
tain a fish m arket on the river front at the 
foot of L street. It was signed by all the 
leading hotel and restaurant-keepers in the 
city, a large num ber of mercantile houses, 
fishermen generally, and a majority of the 
property-holders in tiie immediate neigh­ 
borhood of where the m arket is to be m ain­ 
tained. The petition set forth th at there 
was but one m arket on the river front, and 
that the establishment of another would 
create an honorable and beneficial competi­ 
tion in the trade. The petition was laid 
over until Monday next, when it xvill be 
acted upon. 
The ('itv Attorney filed a written opinion, 
stating that the contracts of W olf A Mins- 
ford, and also that of J. G. Plum m er, to 
erect a sewage tank and lay sewer pipíe, 
were not properly drawn. 
H e said there 
was no provision in the contract to hold 
the city harmless in certain contingencies. 
The Board ordered th at new contracts and 
bonds be made and filed. 
G. J. Cross appeared before the Board 
and filed a rem onstrance against the pro­ 
posed construction of new sidewalks on 
Fifteenth and Sixteenth streets and on P 
street, between Fifteenth and Sixteenth. 
Mr. Cross made a len tlivargum ent against 
the proposed imprc foment. The m atter 
was finally disposed of by referring it to 
the Street Commissioner. 
A petition of property-owners was pre­ 
sented by C. H. Krebs, asking that they lie 
awarded the ciintract for im proving Twelfth 
street, from 11 to J. In connection with 
this m atter a comm unication was received 
from Peter Trope w ithdraw ing his nam e 
from the remonstrance. An anim ated dis­ 
cussion arose between Robert Miller, the 
contractor, and Mr. Krebs, which was 
stopped by the Mayor, who called them 
both to order. It seems th at some error in 
the m atter of filing papers had been com­ 
mitted, and the Trustees took the m atter 
under advisement for one week. 
Richard M. d a rk e n , city expert, tiled his 
report, having completed the exam ination 
of the books of all the city officials. The 
report consists of upwards of 150 pages of 
legal cap, is nicely hound, elegantly w rit­ 
ten, and upon the w hole is a model 
of 
neatness. 
From 
this 
report 
it 
seems that the expert found all the 
books, w ith but one exception, straight 
to a cent, and complim ented the officials 
for the neat and correct m anner in which 
thc-y were kept. The one set which were 
found wrong were those of ex-Superintend­ 
ent of the City Cemetery, \Viu. Laufkotter. 
That official was still indebted to the city 
in the sum of -SIGN 50. 
Chris. Weisel. one of Laufkotter s bonds­ 
men. appeared on behalf of the bondsmen, 
and asked the Board to give Laufkotter a 
little tim e in which to settle. H e said the 
bondsmen would m ake the am ount good 
whenever called upon, but if Laufkotter 
was allowed a few days he would he able 
to settle, and it would he better for all con­ 
cerned. 
One of the Trustees rem arked that Lauf- 
kotter had a good business, and he could 
pay up the am ount inside of two m onths if 
lie chose to do so. 
Mayor Brown said so far as the Board 
was concerned they had no power to make 
an order extending the time, but he as­ 
sured Mr. Weisel that they should he in no 
hurry to force a settlement, and he had no 
doubt that the tim e would be long enough 
to allow the ex-Superintendent to m ake a 
settlem ent. 
• 
Weisel said he hud been informed that 
the principal cause that led to the de­ 
falcation was that immediately after the 
election of Laufkotter bis fees were reduced 
to such an extent that no m an could make 
a living out of the office. 
Nielsen replied that the fees had been re­ 
duced because the Opinion was prevalent 
at th at tim e th at the office of the Superin­ 
tendent of Cemeteries was a veritable 
bonanza. 
He was of the opinion him self 
that the fees were inadequate, yet he did 
not regard that as any excuse for the Su­ 
perintendent to file false reports. 
When 
lie discovered that there was nothing in 
the office, he should ha\'e come forward 
and resigned, or have asked for a new ordi­ 
nance restoring the former fees. 
An ordinance regulating and licensing 
disreputable dens was read a first tim e and 
laid over, under the rule, for one week. 
Several printing bills, incurred by attor­ 
neys in the bond cases, were taken under 
advisement. The Trustees said they were 
unauthorized, unnecessary, ami not a proper 
charge against the city. If attorneys wished 
all their papers printed they should pay for 
them out of their own pockets. One Trus­ 
tee remarked, if this thing is allowed to go 
on, the attorney's fees and cost bills in the 
cases will am ount to more than the face of 
the bunds. 
The .Superintendent of thecity cemeteries 
was instructed to move some buildings in 
Helvetia cemetery. 
An ordinance was passed amending an ­ 
other so as to make the price o f digging a 
grave fur an adult $5 instead of >>. and $3 
for children under 12 years of age instead 
of $2. 
This was 
passed unanim ously. 
Trustee Nielsen said the Superintendent of 
the ' 'itv i cm etery states that at present he 
receives, according to Ids own statement, 
less than in- would get for a day's wages. 
After auditing a large num ber of bills 
and ordering them paid, the Board ad­ 
journed.

T h e H igh S chool C oarse o f Study. 
A nother special meeting was held last 
evening by the City Board of Education, at 
w hich all the members of th e Board were 
present, and President Slater in the chair. 
The object of the meeting was to give an 
opportunity for presentation of objections 
to the new course of study for the H igh 
School recently adopted by the Board. 
There was a largenum ber of parents, teach­ 
ers and several graduates of the High 
School present, who manifested deep inter­ 
est in the subject. Rem arks were made by 
ex-Senator Booth, Dr. Slntmons, R. T. 
Devlin. Judge Denson, C. H. Cummings. 
AU. C. H inkson, Mrs. Michenor. Mr. Rich­ 
ardson. Mr. Johnson. Professors Adams 
and Crittenden, by request; L. A. Upson, 
W illiam Osborn. L. A. Rose, and others. 
Nearly all of these opposed any change in 
the course heretofore existing in the High 
School, but a few merely made inquiries 
concerning the purpose and effect of tiie 
change. 
The various members of the 
Board took part in the discussion freely, 
answering questions and explaining the 
grounds for the change w hich is proposed 
to be instituted at the commencement of 
the next school year. The purposes of the 
Board, and the effect which it seeks to 
bring 
about, 
is 
to 
reduce 
some­ 
w hat 
the 
classical line 
of 
studies 
and 
substitute 
those 
of 
more 
practical nature, and to thereby increase 
the popularity by attracting a greater num ­ 
ber of pupils to it, and also increasing its 
efficiency in fitting them for the various 
walks of life. It was also stated by m em ­ 
bers of the Board th at there was a hiatus 
between the Gram m ar School and High 
School, which made it necessary to add a 
year to either the Gram m ar School course 
or to that of the Higli School. 
Judge Denson thought an undue prom ­ 
inence would be given in the new course to 
arithm etics, to the exclusion of the classi­ 
cal. and that the classical served better pur­ 
poses in life. 
Mr. H inkson 
thought there was 
no 
hiatus between the two schools, hut that 
the difficulty in going successfully from 
tlie lower to the High school ;trosc from 
the reduction of the salaries of teachers 
which took place a few years since, es­ 
pecially in the lower grades. 
H is remedy, 
therefore, would be to increase the salaries, 
and let the course of study be as at present. 
The effect of the reduction of salaries had 
been to discourage th e teachers and there­ 
by to reduce their efficiency, and this was 
what has produced the disparity existing 
between the G ramm ar and High schools. 
The lower grades, he said, were receiving 
less successful work on the part of the 
teachers, and this necessitated crowding in 
the G ramm ar schools to get them up to the 
grade required to enter the High school. 
Mr. Cooke said he was sorry to hear re­ 
m arks which tints reflected upon the effici­ 
ency of the teachers in the lower grades. 
Mr. H inkson said His rem arks and con­ 
clusions were facts, and the only way was 
tn increase the salaries. 
Superintendent Lainc stated th at 
the 
teachers in both the lower and higher 
trades were superior, and that the scholar- 
hip is fully up to that of schools in other 
places. 
Judge Denson expressed sim ilar views to 
those of Mr. H inkson. and said he would 
pay $10" per m onth, if necessary, to teach­ 
ers. and thus m ake up the deficiency in 
scholarship, or provide against the hiatus 
referred to. Upon being asked where he 
would increase the salaries lie said he 
would 
commence with 
tiie Gram m ar 
schools. 
He did not think enough atten­ 
tion bail been paid to the m atter of good 
teachers for some years past. 
Members of the Board expressed their 
approval of the teachers now employed in 
the < Iram m ar schools and other grades, and 
leclined to adm it that the conclusion ex­ 
pressed was correct. They said another 
year was necessary, either in the Gram m ar 
ir High School, and it had been concluded 
that the High School was the place for it. 
They also stated that a raise in salaries was 
impossible at present rate of taxation, and 
that they had made an effort and failed to 
cl a higher tax for school purposes. 
R. T. Devlin appeared and made ex­ 
tended rem arks on behalf of the High 
ichool graduates, against any change in 
the present course of study. 
He referred 
to those who had graduated as examples of 
the good work wrought by the school as 
now conducted, and together with main- 
other 
speakers complimented Professor 
Adams as an instructor. 
Professor Adams being called upon, said 
he thought the course in the High School, 
is it has been in the past, is not subject to 
im provem ent so far as he could see, but 
perhaps one or tv.o of the text-books 
might he. 
Professor Crittenden, also called upon for 
his views, stated th at he did not regard the 
present course of study complete in all re­ 
spects. As to the new course, its proficiency 
could only he known by experience 
He 
was glad to see the subject was under con­ 
sideration. 
Dr. Simmons spoke very highly of the 
present course, largely forming iiisopinintt. 
he said, by the good scholarship which has 
been produced under it. (fibers made sim ­ 
ilar rem arks. 
The meeting lasted until 11 o'clock, and 
was at times quite spirited. 
Frequent re­ 
marks 
were 
made 
by Messrs. Cooke. 
Bruner, Chadderdon. Johnson and Super­ 
intendent Laine, of the Board, in relation 
to the workings under the old course of 
study, the im provem ents anticipated from 
the course recently adopted, etc. 
At the 
conclusion of the session those who had 
come before the Board were asked if they 
wished to present further argum ents or to 
have others appear and speak upon the 
subject, as it was desired to give the fullest 
opportunity to all to express their views. 
No request was mane fur further hearing. 
The Board then adjourned.
